A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application v^hether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In ev(iry instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.11 1 . 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 ,2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of particlpant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability Is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: The amendment entered on 14 November 2005 overcomes the 
Identified prior art because the selected receptacle is not identified in Bouthillier as part of the criteria for setting the 
configuration of a security policy. However please note in Bouthiller col. 2, lines 21-30, the receptacle utilized sends a 
signal to the data relay switch indicating which receptacle is being utilized, as well as col. 5, lines 10-31 which indicates 
how the three card readers are associated with data channels. With Bouthillier it is shown that a user would insert a 
data-carrying object into receptacle A to get access to secure data at apparatus connected to receptacle A. It is 
interpreted that the amended claim would allow access to security related data to receptacle A, (i.e. a level A) only be 
sent to apparatus connect to receptacle A. Therefore if a user inserted the a token into receptacle B they would not get 
access to security related data to receptacle A, they would only be able to get security data related to receptacle B (i.e. 
level B). Further examination is needed to identify if amended claims are allowable. Also note as stated during the 
interview the drawings submitted need to be updated so that fomial drawings are available. 
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
